When the alarm sounds, he takes his life in his hands and rushes to the 
firing line. He never flinches in the face of danger where duty calls. The Manila fireman has no peer as has been demon- 
strated in the excellent , service he has rendered the citizens of the Leal City. Any movement tending to give a measure of pro- 
tedion for the unfortunate who suffer in the line duty, and for their families, is deserving the most generous support. Of such a 
charader is the purpose of the Manila Firemen's Relief Association.
